MOONLINK 

PROJECT 

Shelton State Community College 
will play host to 7, 8, and 9 grade 
students from Collins-Riverside Junior 
High School on Saturday, March 20, 
from 9:30- 1 1:30 a.m. At that time. 


Riverside, will connect with a new 
educational project, Moonlink, by w ay 
of NASA. 

NASA’s Lunar Prospector Mission 
is managed and controlled through the 
space agency’s Ames Research Center 
and is offering this exciting new space 
education program called 
Moonlink. This program, which is 
designed for middle and high school 
students, gives the students the chance 
to become actively involved in the 
mission. 

A year ago the Lunar Prospector 
spacecraft was launched for a one-year 
mapping mission from lunar orbit. 

The satellite will gather data on the 
Moon’s surface composition, out 
gassing events, and gravity and 
magnetic fields. This data will lead to 
a greater understanding of the origin, 
evolution, current state, and resources 
of the Moon. - * 

Through Moonlink, students will 
learn about the lunar environment and 
make discoveries along with the 
Prospector science team as they seek 
answers to questions asked nearly 25 
years ago during the Apollo Missions. 

Two teachers from Collins- 
Riverside became interested in the 
Moonlink project and contacted 
Shelton to ask the college to host the 
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project. GiGi Goforth and Terri Cole 
initiated the project. 

The program is accessible through 
the World Wide Web and operates best 
in a computer lab with Internet access. 
As host, Shelton State will provide the 
students with a computer room and 
Darrell Wright, computer science 
instructor, will be in the classroom to 
assist the students with the Internet 
connection. 

Mooulink is a program of Space 

Explorers. Inc. (SED, a pnvaiely- 
funded business which has a Space Act 
Agreement with Ames Research 
Center. Space Explorers offers 
innovative space education programs, 
providing students with a method of 
learning science while at the same time 
preparing them for future study and 
employment.
